InspittoS almost-normal raia?, 
fall during August, Virginia 
Beach is still in a drought 
situation and there is still a need 
for residents to conserve water, 
according to darencc Wamstaff , 
director of public utilities. 

Wamstaff said city water 
customers should "use water 
wisely, don't waste any water and 
use conservation mmsures. ' '

Water conservation methods 
suggested by the city include 
taking shorter showers, washing 
the car less, watering lawns 
during early morning or late 
evening hours and running 
faucets as little as possible. 

Although water usage has 
dropped from 33.8 million 
gallons per day in June to 27.8 
million gallons per day in Sep- 
tember, Wamstaff said the lack 
of rainfall during September is a 



concern. 

He said, however, that the city 
wiU probably not ask for man- 
datory conservation. If dry con- 
ditions continue through the win- 
ter, he said public utilities will 
consider mandatory conservation 
in the spring. 

"We want to see an end to the 
drought, the sooner the better, 
but certainly before summer," he 
said.

"It's given me an overall 
knowledge as to what an actor 
really is. To be a good mime, you

Tomayo said. 

In spite of the hard work, 
Tomayo said he has never wanted 
to be anything but a mime. In 
fact, he decided to become a 
mime in high schod after watch- 
ing "The Public Garden," a 
movie starring Marceau. 

"I enjoy it very much," he 
said. "For me, it's a universal 
art." 

Tomayo, a native of Miami, 
went to Miami Dade College for 
two years, toured high schools in 
Florida and taught a mime work- 
shop at the Kendall Dance Center 
before going on to Paris. 

Last year, Tomayo was awar- 
ded a year's contract with a 
national yogurt comjMmy after

winning a contest in Orlando. 

He has toured hospitals, been 
in parade like the Tournament 
of Roses, and in festivals like the 
Neptune Festival.

To prepare for a performance 
like the one at the Neptune 
Festival, Tomayo said he does 
stretching and isolation exercises.

As for himself, Tomayo hopes 
to be on to bigger things in tte 
ynn to come. 

"Look out for me in the 
future," he said. "Broadway, 
here I come!"

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Senior citizen needs 



Studies show that by the year 2000, three- 
quarters of a million of Virginia residents will be 
over the age of 65. 

Virginia Beach, however, has one of the smaller 
senior citizen populations, according to a 198S 
report by the Virginia Department of Aging. 
Seniors make up about 7 percent of the population, 
or about 25,000 people. 

Even though seniors are a small segment of the 
population, their needs should be addressed. 

Arstwly by the Tidewatw-Commumty College 
and Southeastern Virginia Areawide Model 
Program, made up of interviews with about 40 
seniors in Virginia Beach who were living indepen- 
dently oririth fanily members^, gave »4ist©f-some 
concerns of area seniors. 

One concern involved ThfonnatibnrSenidfs in- 
terviewed said they needed help sorting through 
various agencies and getting information on 
Medicare. 

Another concern from family members was get- 
ting a chance to take a break from caring for an 
elderly relative. 

Transportation, especially to and from doctor's

65. 

appointments , was another concern . 

Housing, an emergency number for services and 
home visits by doctors were other needs expressed 
by seniors. 

For the most part, however, the city seems to be 
addressing these needs. For example, seniors 
needing help with Medicare and other government 
forms can turn to Sevamp's outreach program. 

An outreach worker will come to a senior's home 
and assist in filling out forms or will run a nutrition 
intake study to see if a senior could be eligible for a 
program like Meals on Wheels. 

For the famifiis, there is the Respite program. 
Social Services and Sevamp also offer day care at 
St. Nicholas Church. And just recently, a day care 
program was started in Virginia Beach for elderly 
people who have mental disabilities. 

Sevamp also offers transportation to doctor's 
appointments, plus trips for grocery shopping by 
reservation. 

For seniors living alone and wanting companion- 
ship, there are six senior centers in the city, with 
transportation to the centers available by reser- 
vation. 

Overall, the city seems to be doing a good job in 
providing services for Virginia Beach seniors. 

There may also be a need for the city to look into 
an adult care center in the future, as the population 
in Virginia Beach and around the state grows 
older.— S.M.B. 



Partial eclipse 

On Friday afternoon, Oct. 3, it may not be a 
good idea to look too much at the sun. Between 2 
and 4:30 p.m., Virginia Beach residents will have a 
chance to experience a partial solar eclipse. 

According to information from the Science 
Museum of Virginia, about 53 percent of the sun 
will be covered by the moon as it passes between the 
Earth and the sun. 

The best way to see the eclipse is by taking a 
shoebox, cutting a 2-inch by 2-inch hole at one end, 
cutting another 1-inch by 1-inch hole at the same

end near the top right comer and putting aluminum 
foil over the hole, punching a small hole in the foil 
and taping a white piece of paper at the other end. 

Cover the box with a lid and hold the end with 
the aluminum foil so light from the eclipse can 
shine through. The ^lipse should be visible on the 
white paper. 

It is not recommended to try and look at an 
eclipse dir«tly through sunglasses, smoked glass or 
camera filters.

AIDS seen as modern /*Black Plague" 



Fditor: 

Since the advent of the middle 
ages the "Bubonic" or "black" 
plague has terrified mankind. The 
deadly disease was transmitted to 
human beings by fleas via rats, 
and it equalled death. 

Ninety-seven percent of all vic- 
tims died. Between the early four- 
teenth century and the late 
nineteenth century it obliterated 
one forth of the population of 
Europe and Asia. In the 1890's, 
ten million people died from the 
plague in India. 

Today, mankind faces the 
threat of a new plague, every bit 
as deadly as its predecessor, called 
AIDS (Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome). To date 
there are no survivors. Unlike the 
"black" plague of old, the cause 
of which was not determined un- 
til 1907, this present plague's 
ca^ue 4ttid oriMb is known aifd 
uMferstoo<fea*3^-n» ^sas -^»'w 

Despite this, the scientific 
community is deliberately 
ignoring and purposely 
misrepresenting the facts about 

it. 

We cannot afford to overlook 
available hard factual data and 
sleep through impending disaster. 
AIDS is a very dangerous threat 
to our society and its impact is 
not lessened or placated by the 
distorting or withholding of in- 
formation. 

Infection with AIDS comes 
through homosexual promiscuity 
and intravenous drug abuse. It is 
a condition caused by a virus. In 
AIDS, the invaders' primary 
targets are the cells which nor- 
mally fight off infections. 

Victims of AIDS die of infec- 
tions and cancer, not the virus. It 
is the only known virus that 
destroys^heTmrhune lystem. At 
present, there are numerous ex- 
perimental drugs being developed 



to destroy the AIDS virus, but no 
cure is in sight. 

The predominant theory of the 
origin of AIDS is that it began in 
central Africa and spread to 
Haiti. Evidence suggests that 
American gays who congregated 
in Port Au Prince contracted 
AIDS there and then returned to 
the United Staes where they 
shared their "plague" 
throughout the homosexual 
communities of San Francisco 
and New York. 

Gay and straight intravenous 
drug users then assisted in the in- 
terstate propagation of the virus. 

Secondarily, the AIDS virus 
found its way into the lives of 
dependent blood users and now 
90 percent of our hemophiliac 
population carry the AIDS an- 
tibody. 

According to the Center for 
Disease Control, AIDS victims 

!in be catagortJSed into the 
allowing patient groups: 
omosexual/bisexual men, 71 
ppxcnt; intravenous drug users, 25 
percent; transfusion recipients 
and hemophilia patimts, 4 pa- 
cient. 

Ninety percent of all AIDS 
cases in the United States can be 
attributed to a combination of 
homosexual activity and drug 
use. The lethal impact on our 
society is only beginning to 
onerge. 

, AIDS has become the leading 
cause of death in New York 
prisons and is the chief cause of 
death in New Yorjc City among 
men age 30 to 44, and women 25 
to 29. Unlike other viruses that 
cross the species hairier, its 
uniqueness is its ability to 
repeatedly pass from person to 
person without dying out. 

Dr. Paul Cameron, chairman 
Of the Institute for the Scientific 
Investigation of Sexualityr- 
believes there has been a con- 
spiracy to cover up the true extent 



ot tne AIDS epidemic in 
America. He claims that lob- 
bying gay activist have com- 
promised the Department of 
Health and Human Services and 
the Center for Disease Control. 
Cameron further notes that 
municipal, state and federal 
powers have done little to stop 
the spread of AIDS. 

Some cities hinder progress by 
passing ordinances banning 
discrimination against AIDS 
carriers. Los Angeles has gone so 
far as to ban discrimination in 
housing, employment, health 
care, and education against AIDS 
carriers. New York city recently 
passed a curricula designed to 
teach children non- 

discriminatory attitudes toward 
homosexuality and AIDS. 

Despite newspaper under- 
reporting, it is estimated that 
over two million people have 
already been infected t^' the 
AIDS virus and another 25 per- 
cent will develop lesser degrees of 
the condition. 

If gay righters continue to be 
protected by our public health of- 
ficials and agencies, we can ex- 
pect the AIDS epidemic to engulf 
the industrialized world, with 
ramifications not yet imagined. 

A recent Los Angeles Times 
poll indicated that nearly half the 
citizens in this nation favor 
quarantining AIDS patients. 
Reasonable and proper medical 
safeguards for all citizens is a 
responsibility of civil govern- 
ment. State and federal 
authority cannot abdicate its 
moral accountability to society 
and must honestly assess the 
AIDS problem, not only in light 
of the victim's plight and 
probable demise, but in view of 
ail its citizens' welfare. After all. 
we live here too.

Teachers deserve respect, not money

I am often asked what it is that 
teachers want. Many people 
assume that a better salary is 
going to be my response. While 
all reform reports, unequivocally 
state that a higher salary is man- 
datory, I would choose to answer 
by saying, "Respect." ,^ 

Teachers want the respect of 
their students, the community, 
and most definitely, the ad- 
ministrators with whom they 
worlc. All too often, the teacher/ 
administrator dialogue is seen as 
non-productive and dictatorial. 

If the level of excellence in our 
schools is to rise, much more at- 
tention must be paid to personnel 



policies which enhance the 
professional growth of teachers. 

In a recent publication by the 
Virginia Department of 
Education, the office of Person- 
nel and Professional Develop- 
ment, new teachers were 
cautioned abut the pitfalls of 
their profession. 

Because of the current 
managerial policies, "the 
possibilities for professional 
stagnation seems to be greater in 
education than in many other 
professiotud fields. Teachers are 
essentially isolated in their 
work... opportunities for con- 
tinued learning are generally 
fragmented and only minimally 
supported... Teachers, for the 
most part, are not encouraged to 
engine in autonomous, entrepre- 
neurial ji03ik.Ratber«. they are 
encouraged to toe the line, to 
stick to the dictates of the 
bureaucracy, and to maintain the 
status quo." 

The State Depaftmentfoes on 
to suggest in their Beginning 
Teacher's Handbook, that it 
might be wise to learn from well- 
run companies "who promote 
constant interaction among 
professionals, create and main- 
tain information-rich environ- 
ments and expect experimen- 
tation and provisional ties." 

The authors suggest that: "1. 
Schools must find ways of 
promoting more interaction and 
talk among teachers about the 



practice of teaching; 2. Teachers 
must have more opijbrtunities to 
observe other teachers and to 
give and get feedback from 
colleagues; 3. Teachers should 
have a major part in the design of 
teaching methods and materials; 
4. Administrators and teachers 
must find ways to enhance the 
norms of 'collegiality' to 
promote the idea that each in- 
dividual's professional develop- 
ment is the responsibility of the 
staff as a whole; S. Schoob must 
actively attempt to reduce the 
isolation that characterizes the 
teaching profession." 

The recognition by the State 
Department of Education that 
teachers are professionals who are 
responsible, dynamic problem 
solvers and not just technicians, 
underseores-the need to accord 
the teacher the respect and con- 
fidence they so well deserve.

There are 16 fire stations in 
Virginia Beach. Below is a list to 
help find the station nearest 
home. 

Most of the stations are easy to 
locate, but several are difficult 
unless a person knows where to 
look. 

The London Bridge fire station 
is a prime example. It was buUt in 
1939, when the area was a large 
open field. Several businesses and 
a shopping center boxed the 
firehouse in and now the fire 
trucks exit out of an alley. 

Kempsville fire station is 
located behind the Golden Corral 
Kstaurant and can be entered off 
Witchduck Road. 

One question that is ahvays 
asked is, "Does this fire station 
have a pole?" Only three fire 
stations in Virginia Beach have a 
brass pole. They are the B^xh 
station at 20th Street, (be Creeds 
station and the Plaza station on 
South Plaza Trail. 

The first fire station built in 
Virginia Beach was located at 
24th Street and Pacific Avenue. 
This building is still standing, but 
is now occupied by a surf shop.

"I could go into any of my 
subdivisions today, knock on the 
door of a resident, explain who I 
was and then go in and have cof- 
fee with him.

Banks said a Bayside center 
was still on the list to be built 
when Cox High School was built 
in 1977.

Rainfall for the area is about 4 
inches below normal for Septem- 
ber, according to Warnstaff. He 
said, however, that the Norfolk 
reservoirs, where the city gets its 
raw water supply, are 4 percent 
above the 70 percent drought 



level in June. 

"We will continue to stay on 
top of the situation, ' ' he said . 

One advantage to the dry 
weather, Warnstaff said, is it 
allows construction to begin on a 
project to extend city water to 
areas with private wells.

since low monument-type signs 
are preferable tootbff'j^Uf^he 
city might consider concessions 
to those establishments with that 
type of sign. 

Bridges also reported that Dr. 
E.lv Buchanan, -chairman of 
Virginia Beach Tomorrow, also 
endorses the changes. 

Civic association member Bet- 
ty Wells also endorsed the amen- 
dments. 

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan, who had worked with 
city officials on the changes, said 
that all of the individuals at the 
Sept. 18 meeting to discuss the 
changes agreed that something 
had to be done. She said she wan- 
ted to see further changes in the 
future. 

Wells complimented Coun- 
cilwoman Reba McClanan, who 
had worked with city officials on 
the changes. She said that the 12- 
foot height was generous and that 
she wanted to see even more 
changes in the future. She said 
the city will eliminate some of the 
clutter with frontage requiremra- 
ts. 

Wells also suggested allowing 
(tecorative banners on lii^QXMts 
similar to those being i|8ed in 
other cities, and supported action 
to get the General Assembly to 
change the amortization laws. At 
present, existing signs are gran- 
dfathered and the city does not 
have the authority to amortize 
the signs. 

Robert Vakos, president of the 
Virginia Beach Hotd and Motd 
Association, said the sign 
changes would be a welcome im- 
provement at the oceanfront. He 
said that the 73 square-foot lan- 
dscaping requirement may be a 
problem because the lots are 
small, and he recommended a 
change to 18 feet in hdght for 
free-standing signs. 

Vakos also suggested that the 
city do something about the 
signs, which are not gran- 
dfathered, that are encroaching 
on city rights-of-way. Another 
suggestion was that the city allow 
some type of tax exemption for 
establishments changing their 
signs to meet the new 
requirements. 

Stanley Stallings, owner of 
Cardinal Signs Corporation, 
supported the 18-foot height. He 
said that the higher, biggCT signs 
were safer. He said he ^dta't 
know what the results would be 



when Virginia Beach Boulevard is 
eight-laned, but that in Fort 
Collins, Colo., where sign heights 
were reduced, an increase -in 
vehicular accidents was experien- 
ced. 

Stallings said an 18-foot height 
would provide flexibility. He also 
su^ested^ tbat establishments 
which do more landscaping might 
be offered an incentive in further 
sign concessions. 

Sandra Tainter, representing 
the Courthouse/Sandbridge 
O>alition of Civic Leagues, and 
Bruce Taylor, of the Lynnhaven 
Borough, also supported the 
changes. 

Taylor said the changes would 
eliminate terrible visual 
pollution. Taylor, who said he 
operates IS shopping centers, 
said that each center needs signs, 
but that the ordinances were too 
generous and that the proposed 
ordinances were too generous. 
He said that most businesses do 
not need a pole sign at all. He 
said the building is sitting there 
behind the pole. The building it- 
self, he said, has plenty of fron- 
tage. He said that lower signs 
were in better taste, which pays in 
the end. 

Victoria McKinney said that 
bioer is not necessarily betto* and 
that the businesses will continue 
regardless of the signs. 

McClanan said the meeting on 
Sept. 18, also attended by Coun- 
dlmen Robert E. Fentress and 
Albert W. Balko. was excellent 
1^ provided many ideas to con- 
tinue the improvements . 

"We will be back with more in- 
tensive suggestions," she said. 
Most of the proposals approved, 
she said, were acceptable to most 
citizens. 

Referring to the small signs she 
saw in Vermont, she said, 
"We're not Vermont, but it's un- 
fortunate we've let ourselves go 
too long." 

Councilman Harold 
Heischober, who has an 
automobile dealership, said that 
businessmen will favor the reduc- 
tion of free-standing signs to 12 
feet in the long run. He said that 
companies generally require a 
franchise to have a sign meeting a 
locality's maximum requiremen- 
ts. 

Of suggestions that trucks and 
people would run into the lower 
signs, Robert R. Loher, permits 
and inspections director, said 
that the landscaping wiU be there 
to prevent this.

In an effort to 
reduce out^f-pocktt expenses 
for older adults, the Senior Ad- 
vantage Coordinator, Dorothy 
Jenson, serves as a liason bet- 
ween the insurance company or 
Medicare program and the 
Senior Advantage cardholder. 

In the event the cardholder 
has to be admitted to the 
hospital Senior Advantage will 
provide several other benefits 
including express admission 



and courtesy discharge. Also 
Senior Advantage will serve as a 
referral service for pifivate ahcJ 
public community agencies and 
organizations. 

Senior Advantage wants to 
meet the needs of the seniors in 
the Portsmouth community.

Virginia Beach offers programs for seniors

About 25,000 people aged 65 
or over are estimated to live in 
Virginia Beach, according to 
Kathleen Blanchard, com- 
munity services director for the 
SEVAMP program. And in or- 
der to meet the needs of the 
city's seniors, Virginia Beach 
offers a wide range of 
programs. 

Six senior centers offer 
recreation and a chance for 
seniors to get out and meet 
others. 

Typical programs include 
square dancing, couples, clubs, 
trips to Knotts Island, deep sea 
fishing on Chesapeake Bay and 
to Newport News, as well as 
free blood pressure checks. 

In addition, the city offers 
mini-bus transportation to and 
from the centers. 

The centers are: 

•Bow Creek, located in the 
Virginia Beach Recreation Cen- 
ter/Bow Creek on Club House 
Road, open Mondays from 10 
a.m. to 2 p.m. 

•Virginia Beach, also located 
in the Virginia Beach 
Recreation Center Bow Creek 
on Club House Road, open 
Tuesdays from 10 a.m. to 2 
p.m. 

•Pungo/Creeds, located in 
the Creeds Activity Center, 922 
Princess Anne Road, open 
Wednesdays from 10 a.m. to 2 
p.m. 

•Kempsville, located at the 
Virginia Beach Recreation Cen- 
ter /Kempsville, 800 Monmouth 
Lane, open on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays from 10 a.m. to 2 
p.m. 

•Bayside, located at the 
Virginia Beach Recreation Cen- 
ter/Bow Creek, open Friday 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

•Sea tack, located at 411 
Birdaeck Circle, open Monday 
through Friday from 10 a.m. to 
2 p.m. 

The SEVAMP program in 



Virginia Beach also offers many 
services for senior citizens. 
Blanchard said SEVAMP 
provides nurse and nurses' 
assistants to check blood 
pressure and check for diabetes. 

She said SEVAMP also offers 
transportation for seniors to get 
to medical appointments, and 
on a limited basis, to take 
seniors grocery shopping. 



There is also an outreach 
program, where seniors are able 
to discuss problems and get 
help with paperwork, Blan- 
chard said. ' 

Cathy Spriggs, outreach 
worker for Virginia Beach, said 
she serves about 30 to 45 people 
a month. 

Spriggs said the main pur- 
pose of the program is to in-

that are available to them. But 
she also helps fill out Medicaid 
and Medicare forms, forms for 
food stamps, and does a 
nutritional intake study in 
seniors' homes to see if they are 
eligible for home meal delivery. 
Spriggs adds that she tries not 
to deal with clients over the 
phone. She said she prefers to 
make a visit to a senior's home, 
so she has a better understan- 



ding of the situation. 

Besides all this, the city and 
SEVAMP offer a comprehen- 
sive mental health program for 
seniors with mental disabilities, 
and a day care center at St. 
Nicholas Church. 

There are also programs for 
legal aid, home delivery of 
meals (Meals on Wheels), and a 
respite care program.

Portsijiouth's population is 
growing older, with about 
17,000 residents over 60. 

Senior citizens make up 
about 16 percent of the city's 
total population and that's 
significant, according to Dr. L. 
Pettis Patten, director of the 
Portsmouth Parks and 
Recreation Department.

"There are (senior citizen) 
groups from point A to point B 
across the city." Patton said. 



"We need to try to coordinate 
the recreation. ..already existing 
and Ms. Sitzler will plan a 
program of -aetvities . " 

Sitzler will be targeting all the 
senior citizens groups which in- 
clude those at each of the ap- 
proximate 10 conununity cen- 
ters, the churches, the 
American Association of 
Retired Persons (AARP) and 
the National Association of 
Retired Federal Employees 
(NARFE). By Sitzler's 
estimate, there are over 2S dif- 
ferent senior citizeng roups in 
the city. However, she said, 
there are still a lot of groups 
that she hasn't yet identified. 

Sitzler said that it is impor- 
tant to note that she will also be 
trying to reach shut-ins and 
senior citizens who are not in- 
volved with any organization 
and to encourage them to par- 
ticipate. 

Malce Idle Time Productive 

According to Sitzler, tb»» 
major concern among senior 
citizens, age 3S and up, is that 
they have a lot of idle time and 
the objective is to accommodate 
the time to provide productive 
leisure activity. 

"We want to let (senior 
citizens) know that there are 
programs for them and they

don't have to be bored. Once 
they become involved they love 
it," Patton said. 

Reassurance 
The former Parks and 
Recreation Department super- 
visor for women's athletics, Sit- 
zler said an important aspect of 
the program will be introducing 
herself and presenting the 
program to seniors. "One on 
one contact is helpful. It is 



reassuring for senior citizens to 
know that there is the staff to 
monitor the programs," Sitzler 
said.

The 32-year-old Sitzler was a 
likely candidate for the position 
because she was instrumental in 
forming the citywide Ports-

•"Please leave the door open 
so Jim can get in to see me. " 

• " Do you ¥n6 w ' my 
daughter? When is she coming? 
Will you bring her here?" 

•"My son said he would 
come last week. He couldn't 
make it, but he'll be here next 
week. I know he will." 

Others say nothing. They sit, 
if they are able to be up, or lie 
in bed and wait. 

They wait for visits from 
relatives or friends, yet in what 
appears to be too many instan- 
ces of elderly patients in nursing 
homes, their visitors are few 
and a long time in appearing an 
often, none and never. 

Perhaps it is unfair to 
generalize on the basts of ob- 
servations in one nursing home. 
That's how this conclusion was 
drawn. 

But in one or one hundred 



nursing homes, the patients 
want more than anything else to 
see and talk with their relatives" 
and friends. To neglect visiting 
them is to consign them to a 
loneliness which no one, at any 
age, should have to suffer. 

The worst of it is the feeling 
of having been forgotten and of 
having nothing to anticipate. 

Even a conversation with a 
stranger, particularly a person 
of their own age, brings 
pleasure to most of these 
people. With a realtive or 
friend, it's that much better. 

So this is to propose a com- 
passionate, widespread, 
needed, low-cost, simple, and 
perhaps a new private program 
to serve the elderly in nursing 
homes. 

Check the visiting hours. 
Visit your elderly. It's a good 
thing to do.

Mrs. Snell enjoys 
shopping with friends, and, on- 
ce a week, she invites a few of 
those friends in to play bridge. 
With the aid ofa-magnifier, file 
determined lady evoi balances 
her own checkbook. 

With all thiV independence, 
one might assume that Bemice 
SneU hasn't a care in the world. 

"I've been very, very for- 
tunate, thank the good Lord," 
she says when asked about her 
health. "But since I live alone, I 
have wondered what I'd do if 
something happened. ' ' 

One of her neighbors, Mrs. 
Peggy Massey, is the office 
manager at the Outer Banks 
Medical Center. Masseyt old 
Mrs. Snell about a program 
sponsored by the Outer Banks 
Medical Center and 
Chesapeake General Hospital 
that could reduce her anxieity. 
Called Lifeline, it is an 
emergency response system 
designed to alert medical 
authorities of a subscriber's 
medical distress. "It gives me 
peace of mind, knowing it's 
here," says Mrs. Snell of the 
Lifeline unit that was connected 
to her telephone recently. "I 
feel much more secure. I can 



just push a button if I need 
help." 

Particularly uscfuIToTfiose 
who live alone or who are han- 
dicapped. Lifeline is a 
telephone communications 
system which can be activated 
even if the subscriber \s not ac- 
tually near the phone. That is 
because each unit includes a 
wireless control button which is 
worn around the neck or which 
the subscriber can carry with 
him. 

When the button is pushed, 
the home unit, which is at- 
tached to the subscriber's 
telephone, automatically dials 
Chesapeake General's 
emergency response center. 
There an operator alerts the 
Outer Banks Medical Center, 
where trained personnel im- 
mediately try to reach the sub- 
scriber by phone to learn the 
nature of the problem. 

If they are unable to reach 
the subscriber, they will then 
call a "responder" to per- 
sonally check the Lifeline user. 
Responders are people chosen 
in advance by the subscriber, 
usually a friend, neighbor or 
relative. 

"I have three wonderful 
neighbors," says Mrs. Snell, 
who moved here from Cape 
Cod only a year ago. "I can 
count on them for anything." 

When the responder arrives 
at the home, he signals the 
hospital by pushing the reset 
button on the home unit. The

hospital will then call the 
responder on the subscriber's 
phcme to see what kind of Ticlp 
is needed. The responder can 
either bring the client to the 
Outer Banks Medical Center or 
have an ambulance sent to the 
home. 

Lifeline also has the ability to 
automatically send a signal for 
help even if the subscriber is 
unconscious. A timer, set for 12 
to 24 hours, will activate the 
signal if it is not reset by the 
subscriber by use of their 
telephone or by manual reset. 

"Once in a while we've had 
subscribers who have simply 
forgotten to push their reset 
button," says Madeline Dun- 
stan, Lifeline coordinator for 
Chesapeake General Hospital. 
"We respond in just the same 
way." 

"Lifeline has been a 
blessing," says Bemice Snell, 
"even though I haven't-thank 
the Lord-needed to use it. But 
it's here in case I do." 

Dunstan says there are two 
Lifeline installations on the 
Outer Banks, and she an- 
ticipates several more by this 
fall. An audio-visual presen- 
tation is available for any club 
or organization who wishes to 
learn more about Lifeline. For

Kings Point League's strength in activities

With a membership of 120 
households out of a community 
of 138 households, the Kings 
Point Civic League has a mem- 
bership that "has remained, for 
all practial purposes, fairly solid 
and fairly active," according to 
league president Jim Shannon.

The league holds four major 
events every year, he said. 

In IDecxmbo', ICings Point has a 



Christmas program, featuring a 
traveling Santa, caroling, and a 
house decorating contest. Shan- 
non said. 

In late January, the league 
holds a dinner and dance dubbed 
"Winterfest,"hesaid. 

Shannon said in May, the 
league offers a pig roast, which 
includes an auction and games 
for children. 

The year's final event is a din- 
ner theater meeting in July to in- 
stall new league officers, accor- 
ding to Shannon. 

"We want to develop enough 
activities to get people involved in 
something," he said. 

This year. Kings Point is also 
trying to organize a garden club, 
as well as promote a neighbor- 
hood beautification project. 
Shannon said the project not only 
includes lawn maintenance, but 
internal home improvements. 



"If we get all that done, we're 
doing pretty good," he said. 

The league also has a "sun- 
shine club," where a league 
member sends cards to people in 
the hospital or who have just ex- 
perienced a death in the family, 
or helps out a family with finan- 
cial troubles.

Beach schools fighting drugs 

Drug abuse and alcoholism have always been a 
problem for American society. But recently, new 
developments in the "drug scene" have caused 
more concern than ever. 

A form of cocaine known as "crack" has ap- 
peared — it is cheap and easy for young people to 
buy, especially in large metropolitan areas like 
Virginia Beach. 

More tragically, cocaine can result in an over- 
dose even in a first-time user, as was seen in the 
death of University of Maryland basketball star 
and Boston Celtic draftee Len Bias. 

Studies have shown that by the time most studen- 
ts are in high school, they have tried some type of 
drug or used alcohol at least once. And part of the 
reason most students say the have tried it is because 
of peer pressure. Trying drugs means being accep- 
ted. 

Last month, President Ronald Reagan and First 
Lady Nancy Reagan appeared on television, 
declaring a "war on drugs."

programs discouraging drug use and encouraging 
students to say "no " to drugs . 

By reaching elementary students, the school 
system and area Parent-Teacher Associations hope 
to prevent having students who are hooked on 
durgs by the time they reach high school . 

At Alanton Elementary School, for example, fif- 
th grade students filed out of their classrooms and 
led the other students in a march against using 
drugs. 

Over the weekend, students from various schools 
gathered at Mt. Trashmore.

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Reader takes issue with Le Sesne letter

Constitution issues facing voters 



Editor: 

When the voters of Virginia go 
to the polls early next month, 
they will be asked to approve or 
reject four proposed changes to 
the Constitution of Virginia. 
Let's hope that most of them are 
informed about these issues 
beforehand. Two of these 
questions pertain to voter 
registratibii, and two pertain to 
our judicial system. 

1. The constitution now 
requires the automatic can- 
cellation of the registration of 
any voter who has failed to vote 
at least once during four con- 
secutive calendar years. One of 
the proposed amendments would 
allow a person who has so failed 
to vote and is notified of the pen- 
ding cancellation of registration 
to remain registered, by returning 
a written response indicating a 



desire to do so. 

2. The constitution now 
prohibits any federal, state or 
local government officer or em- 
ployee from serving as a member 
of an electoral board, a voter 
registrar, or an officer of elec- 
tion. One of the proposed 
amendments would revise this 
prohibition to permit non-elected 
government offices and em- 
ployees to serve as assistant 
registrars or as officers of elec- 
tions. This would allow govern- 
ment employees to be used to 
register atizens at various public 
offices. 

3. The constitution now 
prohibits any appeal by the 
Commonwealth in criminal 
cases. One of the proposed 
amendments would allow an ap- 
peal by the prosecution to be 



made from a pretrial court ruling 
regarding the constitutionality of 
a charge, or the legality of 
evidence, before the trial b^ins. 
Such a case might otherwise 
result in the dismissal of the ac- 
cused or suppression of evidence 
essential to prosecution of the 
case. 

4. At present, no Virginia court 
can advise a federal court or a 
court of another state what the 
Virginia law is in a certain case. 
One of the proposed anMndments 
would give jurisdiction tO the Vir- 
ginia Supreme Court to answer 
questions of our state law when 
requested by a federal court or 
the highest appellate court of 
another state.

Food stamps to be exempt from taxes 



Virginia Beach residents who 
use food stamps or WIC checks 
will soon have increase pur- 
chasing power due to a new state 
law, according to Tax Com- 
missioner W. H. Forst. 

Under the provisions of the 
new law, which was enacted by 
the General Assembly, all pur- 



chases made with food coupons 
issued under the Food Stamp 
Program of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, or checks issued 
through the Virginia Special 
Supplemental Food Program for 
Women. Infants, and Children 
(WIC), will be exempt from the 
sales tax , 



The new law ai^lies only to 
those items which are actually 
purchased with food stamps and 
WIC checks. All other purchases 
by food stamp and WIC program 
participants that are not paid for 
spedficaUy with food stamps or 
WIC checks remain subject to the 
tax.

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School building and renovation falls short

Council members have already 
voted on the^fijrst^reacHnj^qf the 
CityT Capital Tmp'rovements 
Plan. Next Monday they will vote 
the plan into law. 

The Capital Improvements 
^an e xcludes -tjver $34 million 
neeSfed' to "boiltf new schools , ex- 
pansion of currently over- 
crowded schools and badly- 
needed renovations in the next 
five years. Over the next 10 years, 
council members have withheld 
nearly $164 million needed to 
house 34,000 students in 22 
schools. 

Three bond referendums inust 
be passed by voters, or else the 
school building and renovation 



program will fall further behind. 

Projects that have been totally 
eliminated are air-conditioning in 
22 schools, addition of 11 
elementary schools, two junior 
high schools, and expansion 
projects in at least 20 schools. 

Assistant City Manager H. 
Dean Block was quoted in the 
press as saying, "We haven't said 
anything negative about any of 
the needs expressed, but it's im- 
portant to realize that there are 
far more capital improvement 
needs (in the city) than can be 

met." 

To the teachers and students 
who are packed in overcrowded 
classrooms. Block's comments 
are bunk. They meet the 
challenge every day of teaching 
and learning in spite of very dif- 
ficult circumstances. The city 
fathers need to meet theirs. 
, J3ue to Qonservj^^^^^^^ 
the past, class size in Virginia 
Beach is next to the highest of all 
school divisions in the state. 
Class size can't get any higher 
because schools can't pack any 
more students into the 
classrooms. 

At last count, 190 portables lit- 
ter the school grounds, trying to 
accommodate the children 
spilling out of the division's 65 
schools. Art and music teachers 
push carts through the halls 
roaming from class to class. 
Closets and lunch rooms are used 
for instruction. 

Decisions made in air- 



conditioned chambers and offices 
essentially deny approximately 
18,000 students of 20 to 30 days 
of productive instruction each 
year because of classroom tem- 
peratures that top 95 to 100 
degrees in September, May and 
June. 

Trying to learn andiread while 
bees and flies buzz around in un- 
bearable heat is criminal. But for 
years, teachers and students have 
done the best they could because 
of "the backlog" of needed im- 
provements. 

Last fall, the school board 
realized the damage being done 
to students in non-air con- 
ditioned schools and made the 
commitment to get the job done. 
Spirits raised on the part of caring 
parents, sweaty students and 
teachers because they knew 
something was finally going to be 
.jiQflC., . „ . 

It has cooled in the classrooms, 
but parents, teachers, and 
students are still hot that these 
essential improvements are being 
pushed fstdcOTCe more. 

So far, reactions from The 
school administration and school 
board have been reserved and 
cautious. Teachers are experien- 
cing a sense of doom over the 
news that city council intends to 
fall further behind in funding 
needed schools and school im- 
provements.

Virginia Beach students taking 
SAT increased by 200 



Over 200 more high school 
seniors in Virginia Beach took the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) 
this year than in 1985. 

The 2,016 Virginia Beach 
students scored at the national 
average on the verbal portion of 
the test and slightly above the 
national average on the 
mathematics portion. 

Nationally, SAT scores leveled 
off this year after registering in- 
creases over the course of several 
years. About a million students 
across the United States took the 
tests this year, a higher number 
than in recent years. The larger 
the number of students taking the 
tests tends to tower the average 
scores. 



ine comomcu iVBb national 
average for the verbal and 
mathematic tests is 906; the 
Virginia''average is 908; and the 
Virginia Beach average is 909. 
The Virginia Beach average drop- 
ped four points on the mateh- 
matics test to 478 this year and six 
points on the verbal test to 43 1 . 

The average in 1983 was 901, 
eight points lower than this year; 
in 1984, it was 907. 

"We are still assessing this 
year's test results, but, at first 
glance, it appears that our 
students continued to do well, 
and we will look at methods to 
increase our gains," said Dr. K. 
Edwin Brown, director of the Of- 
fice of Planning, Assessment and 
Resource Development Services.

City council considers banning billboards; speakers debate pros and cons

City Council has not only 
refused to weaken billboard laws 
but may even consider banning 
billboards altogether. 

Monday afternoon the council 



unanimously turned down or- 
dinances that would have opened 
additional roads to billboard use. 
The council did approve a 
change in the definition of 
billboards, for clarification pur- 
poses, and changed the wording 
on another ordinance so that 



apartment zones would be treated 
as residential zones in relation to 
billboards. 

The ordinance, which was left 
unchanged otherwise, requires 
that no billboard can be located 
within 200 feet of any residential 
or apartment zoning district.

The remaining five ordinances 
were rejected completely. 

Mayor Robert G. Jones then 
appointed Councilman John E. 
Moss and Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan to a committee to 
make recommendations to coim- 
cil on the billboard issue. 

Moss wanted to ban all future 
billboards, but was told by Kevin 
Cosgrove, assistant city attorney, 
that the ordinance would have to 
go the Planning Commission fir- 
st. McClanan worked on the 
original council committee ap- 
pointed four years ago to study 
the billboard question. Former 
Councilwoman Nancy Creech 
served as the other Council mem- 
ber. 

The committee was appointed 
when Creative Displays requested 
permission to erect 20 additional 
billboards. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley and Vice Mayor Meyera 
Oberndorf voted against the 
definition ordinance. Henley ex- 
pressed concern that the ordinan- 
ce would apply to church signs 
and other signs not generally con- 
sidered billboards. 

McClanan said that the Coun- 
cil committee did not reach an 
agreement with the industry. 

Twenty citizens, three more 
than the number that spoke on 
the Capital Improvement 
Budget, spoke on the billboard 
issue. Most opposed the ordinan- 
ces and many requested an 
'cratright ban of billboards, saying 
that the trend nationally is fewer 
billboards, and that billboards 
are archaic. 

Industry spokesmen countered 
that billboards were necessary, 
beautiful and employed workers. 

The ordinances would have lif- 
ted restrictions on billboards on 
Northampton Boulevard, In- 
dependence Boulevard, Shore 
Drive, First Colonial Road, 
Great Neck Road, the Virginia 



Beach/Norfolk Expressway, 
General Booth Boulevard, 1-64, 
Sandbridge Road, False Cape 
Parkway, Lynnhaven Parkway, 
Kempsville Road, Providence 
Road and Indian River Road. 

The ordinances would have 
deleted the prohibition against 
erecting billboards. 

McClanan submitted another 
list of streets which she wants ad- 
ded to the restrictions. They in- 
clude Rosemont Road, Holland 
Road, Princess Anne Road, Wit- 
chduck Road, North Landing 
Road, Little Neck Road, Oceana 
Boulevard, Southeastern 
Freeway, Dam Neck Road, Pot- 
ters Road, London Bridge Road 
and Centerville Turnpike. 

Representatives of Virginia 
Beach Tomorrow, the Virginia 
Beach Council of Garden Clubs, 
the Virginia Beach Beautification 
Committee, the Resort Area Ad- 
visory Committee, business per- 
sons and others opposed the or- 
dinance changes. 

Laurie Zombardi, representing 
billboard interests, saHl that "we 
build beautiful billboards." She 
said her company owned 
$200,000 worth of properties in 
Virginia Beach and subcontrac- 
ted $230,000 worth of work a 
year. She said 10 to 15 percent of 
billboard space was donated to 
charitable organizations each 
month. 

She claimed that according to a 
survey made by the billboard 
people, most people did not find 
billboards the most offensive 
aspect of driving along the high- 
ways. She said that the survey 
revealed that 95.6 percent of the 
persons interviewed found in- 
formation on billboards useful. 

She said the present ordinances 
were restrictive and imposed har- 
sh limits on the industry. She said 
the billboards are built only in 
business and industrial areas. 

B.H. Bridges, a member of the 
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Mayor's Billboard Committee 
and Virginia Beach Tomorrow 
Committee suggested a ban on 
any more billboards and an in- 
crease in the tax from $10 to 
$5,000 a year as an incentive to 
remove some of the billboards. 
He pointed out that the city had 
only one new billboard over three 
years and that the companies are 
not out of business. 

He said that 100 percent of the 
people he talks to are against 
billboards. He said they have 
been banned in Maine, Vermont, 
Alaska, Hawaii and in the cities 
of Myrtle Beach, Charlottesville, 
Danville and Newport News. 

He said that three and a half 
years ago. Creative Displays ap- 
plied for a "permit to degrade 
Holland Road." The withdrawal 
of the application was not volun- 
tary, he said. Former Mayor 
Louis R. Jones appointed the 
billboard committee while the 
matter was in abeyance. 

TIffl Barrow, chairman of the 
Resort Area Advisory Com- 
mission (RAAC), said that the 
city has millions of visitors each 
year and "the visual image we 
convey... (is a) component of 
what we are as a city. ' ' 

Barrow presented a resolution 
adopted by the RAAC stating 
that billboards are not com- 
patible with the long term image 
for Virginia Beach. He said the 
ordinance would open 14 ad- 
ditional corridors to billboards, 
directly counter to RAAC 
recommendations. 

He said that the ordinances 
would have Council take the 
billboards on a case-by-case basis 
so that the citizens in op- 
position would have to come oul 
to object each time a billboard is 
requested. 

The public interests would be 
placed at a disadvantage, he said. 

He suggested that the ordinan- 
ces be strengthened, rather than 
weakened, and that the city take 
down its own billboard at the end 
of the Chesapeake Bridge Bay 
Bridge-Tunnel and replace it with 
a landscaped welcome area 
"rather than greet them with the 
first installment of clutter." 

Kay McNett, director of the 
Sign Control Program of the 
Southern Environmental project 
in Charlottesville, also recom- 
mended keeping the old ordinan- 
ce. She said that there is nothing 
illegal in restricting signs to 
specific streets and many cities in 
North Carolina and South 
Carolina have ordinances ban- 
ning billboards entirely or in cer- 
tain areas. 

Sampler Priddy, president of 
the Virginia Retail Merchants 
Association, supported the 
changes. He likened the use of 
billboards to frw press. Frre 
press embodies many things, he 
said, and billboards are one 
segment of the free press. He said 
that it was not fair to single out ' 
one industry. Billboards serve a 
useful purpose, he said, and con- 
stitute the only way some 
businesses can promote thdr in- 
terests. 

Robert Staatoa, a developer, 
opposed the new ordinances. He 
said the issue is not one of free 
enterprise or the preservation of 
jobs, but what's good for 
Virginia Beach

A free smoke detector will be 
given away from each fire 
station.

What is Fire PrevendoB Week? 

This week marks the anniver- 
sary of the "Great Chicago Fire" 
of 1871 which left 100,000 people 
homeless, destroyed over 17,400 
buildings and killed 250 people. 
President Warren G. Harding 
proclaimed the fil^f fife preyew- 
tiOh whek on Oct. ' 2 thfbugh 9, 
1922. The idea is to gain the 
knowledge during this one week 
so residents can be fire safety 
conscious throughout the 
remaining year. 

Fire safety should be practiced 
by everyone, but the following 
tips are for the senior citizens in 
Virginia Beach. 

Every year fire claims over 
6,000 lives in the United States, 
due to careless smoking, faulty 
electrical appliances, neglected 
heaters. 

Many of these victims arc over 
the age of 60. Fire safety must be 
practiced by the young as well as 
the elderly. Install smoke detec- 
tors throughout the house and 
check them monthly. Make sure 
the alarm is loud enough if a per- 
son has difficulty hearing. 

Do not allow anyone to smoke 



in their bedrooms and always use 
large ashtrays. Dump ashes in the 
toilet instead of trash cans. 

Plan and practice fire drills 
from all areas of the house or 
apartment. Figure out two ways 
from each room to reach the 
ground safely. Check all electrical 
outlets, extension and appliance 
cords. Always unplug small ap- 
pliances when not in use. 

Heating systems and furnaces 
should be cleaned and serviced 
once a year to avoid fire hazards. 
Kerosene heaters should not be 
used as the main heat source. 
Never refill a heater when it is 
hot. Open a window when using 
kerosene heaters to allow the in- 
visible smoke particles to escape. 

When cooking in the kitchen, 
keep a fire extinguisher mounted 
nearby and never wear loose 
clothing when working around 
the stove. When coolting with i 
grewe, keep a lid nearby to? 
smother the fire if it flares up. 

Please feel free to bring the 
family to the nearest fire station 
during fire prevention. The 
Green Run Fire Station will be 
showing a movie about fire 
fighters during the entire week. 
The times are 4 p.m. and 8 p.m. 

Cable channel 29 will be 
showing a fire safety series during 
that week. Also refer to your TV 
listings for times. This series was 
produced by Robert Anderson, a 
Virginia Beach firefighter and 
written and hosted by myself. 
Please try to see all three series on 
fire safety. 

Make every attempt to visit the 
nearest fire station and pick up a 
fire safety pamphlet. That infor- 
mation could very well save a life 
one day. Learn not to burn. 



Each year about 4,000 people, 
includmg Virginia Beach residents, 
die in home fires, according to 
the National Safety Council. 
Young children and older adults 
are most often the victims. 

The lifesaving blast of a smoke 
detector horn can prevent many 
of these accidental deaths. 

Most home fire deaths occur 
between 10 p.m. and 6 a.m., the 
time when most people are 
asleep. Smoke detectors can alert

These devices should be in- 
stalled on the ceiling or high on a 
wall in bedroom areas. In multi- 
level homes, a smoke detector 
should be installed on each level, 
including the basement. 

Smoke detectors should be 
checked at least once a month 
and batteries replaced at least once 
a year. 



Smoke detection units for the 
hearing impaired are also 
available. These devices operate 
by flashing a bright light, 
vibrating a bed, or triggering a 
loud horn. 

The National Safety Council 
encourages Virginia Beach 
families to install smoke detec- 
tors in homes during National 
Fire Prevention Week, which will 
be observed Monday, Oct. 5 
through Saturday, Oct. 1 1 .

to enforce deed restrictions, ac- 
cording to Redenbaugh, which 
regulate things like having 
satellite dishes or flagpoles in 
yards, or the type of siding that 
can be put on houses. She said 
some of these problems end up in 
court to get resolved. 

Other problems can arise when 
an association fails to budget for 
future needs, and has make a 
special assessment to pay for 
needed improvements, according 
to Redenbaugh. She said a few 
associations she knows of haven't 
raised their dues in over 10 ywtfs. 

"Common sense says if you 
haven't had dues increase in 10 or 



12 years, the level of service has 
to be lower thati it was 10 years 
ago," Redenbaugh said. 

Problems like these occuf not 
because of negligence on the part 
of an association, but she said 
partly because most association 
boards are made up of ordinary 
citizens who haven't been 
educated in what their 
association needs to do. 

In addition, most association^ 
cannot afford to hire a 
professional manager, Reden- 
baugh said. 

She said one goal of tjjc Tide- 
water chapter is to provide 
guidance for association officers 
and board members. 



Last Saturday, the chapter held 
a special semin^ at the Virginia 
Beach Pavilion for all Virginia 
Beach community associations to 
provide information on problems 
of insurance, enforcing restric- 
tions, budgeting, and collecting 
assessments. Redenbaugh said 
the event was planned in conjun- 
ction with city government. 

She said she hoped that 
association members would be 
able walk out of the seminar with 
a better understanding of how to 
run their associations. 

The chapter also offers a two- 
day Operations and Management 
Program for beginning 



association managers and boards 
of directors. She said the goal of 
the program is to educate par- 
ticipants in what their respon- 
sibilities are. 

The national Community 
Associations Institute was for- 
med in 1973 to provide infor- 
mation on operating and 
managing condominiums, 
cooperatives, and homeowner 
associations. 

The Tidewater chapter was 
formed about 10 years ago, ac- 
cording to Redenbaugh, and ser- 
ves an area from Richmond to 
North Carolina, including 
Virginia Beach.

Eclipse darkens Virginia Beach skies 



If it seemed to get a little 
darker outside on Friday, it could 
prointWy-be blamed on th» par- 
tial eclipse that began at 2 p.m. 

The Virginia Beach City 
School Planetarium offered a 
chance for Virginia Beach 
residents to watch the eclipse as it 
progressed from a tiny sliver of 
shadow to a complete partial 
eclipse. 

Herb Teuscher of the 



planetarium set up a special 
telescope for viewing the eclipse 
-directly^uui another- telescope to 
project a 180-degree inverted 
image of the event on a white 
backdrop. 

He said part of the reason 
people should never look at an 
eclipse directly is because in- 
frared rays from the sun are 
much more focused than normal. 



He said permanent damage can 
be done to the retina of the eye, 
withQuUjjecson evst.fecling it.

CIP generates heat for council

in the budget air-conditioning for 
19 schools. The projects, which 
would have cost $8.1 million, 
were not recommended for CIP 
funding. 

Fourteen projects first ap- 
peared in the 1984-85 CIP for 
funding by the 1985 referendum 
and charter bonds. However, the 
projects were listed as unfunded 
in the adopted interim budget. 

The 1985-86 budget shows 23 
air conditioning projects at a 
$8.1 million cost to be financed 
by future referendum bonds and 
1987 charter bonds. 

The school board submitted a 
list of 19 schools for inclusion in 
the 1986-91 CIP for construction 
from 1986 through 1989 at a cost 
of $8.1 million. The school ad- 
ministration had recommended 
construction between 1992 and 
1996. The projects were not 
recommended in the CIP. 

After a workshop Monday af- 
ternoon. Mayor Robert G. Jones 
directed the staff to get together 
with the school staff to discuss 
the air-conditioning issue. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley had questioned the 
rationale of scheduling air con- 
ditioning for schools which are to 
be renovated, such as Baysidc, 
separate from the renovation. 
She suggested that the air con- 
ditioning be included in the 
renovation. She said that she 
noticed major projects at 
schools, such as replacing win- 
dows or adding rooms, have air 
conditioning scheduled later. 

"Why not do it all at one 
time?" she asked. "I question 
doing all the roofs and then 
coming back for air con- 
ditioning." 

Muehlenbeck suggested that 
$664,782 from the school board 
has requested that the remainder 
of the funds, $1.6 million, be 
earmarked for the construction 
Df Salem High School. 

Councilman John E. Moss 
questioned the School Board's 
priorities. He referred to 
$250,000 a year for a new Public 
Information office, a city-wide 
orchestra and expanded gym- 
nasium facilities. "Are existing 



priorities appropriate?" he 
asked. 

His reference to the public 
relations department was suppor- 
ted by a speaker on another issue. 
Robert Shiffler, who is in the ad- 
vertising business, said that the 
public schools "need a PR depar- 
tment for $250,000 like I need 
two holes in my head." 

Moss charged that the schools 
misused the press in publicizing 
the high temperatures in the 
classrooms during the hot 
weather. He said that other 
schools in the area are not air 
conditioned and they did not 
close down. 

He said, "We don't appreciate 
being abused" and "they're 
trying to pass off their respon- 
sibility to us... It disturbs me 
when you get caught in that 
situation." 

Mayor Jones suggested waiting 
until staff had a chance to come 
up with some option. 

Other Issues 

Other speakers were interested 
in community centers for Bayside 
and Great Neck areas, com- 
munity development needs, the 
-cost of land for schools, public 
golf courses and public beach 
property. 

Among the community center 
speakers: 

Dr. E. T. Buchanan supported 
centers in both the Bayside and 
Great neck areas but charged an 
inequity of placing the Great 
Neck center on the bond r eferen - 
dum rather than funding the 
project with charter bonds. 

SIdp Wilkins asked for the ad- 
dition of a center at Bayside. He 
said that the therapeutic Depart- 
ment at Kempsville Community 
Center has enabled people to pick 
up their lives and offer them 
another chance. 

Carol Knight, a College Park 
resident, also supported the 
Great Neck center. She said her 
family uses the Kempsville center 
extensively. She said that if the 
center is voted down, the city 
needs to have an alternate plan 
for financing. 

John E. Boon, director of 
Virginia Beach Community 



Development Corporation, 
requested that the city add its 
funds to the federal Community 
Development funds to furnish the 
basic needs-water, sewer, roads- 
to areas such as Queen City, Bur- 
ton Station, and Newsom Farm. 
He said that the city has more 
than 1890 properties with no in- 
door plumbing. 

Rae Le Sesne, of Kempsville, 
said he support^ the Great Neck 
Center. He said that funds are 
not available for everything, but 
that residents should be given the 
opportunity to decide their needs 
for themselves. 

Emnt L. Benson said he sup- 
ported recreation even though 
Queen City, his neighborhood, 
hasn't received a tree. He said his 
neighborhood is in deplorable 
condition and needs drainage. 
"We appreciate your sympathy 
with us but that's no good when 
you go out on the road and get hit 
by a car." 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that some of the problem 
with obtaining clear titles to 
property, which was listed as one 
of the obstacles to improvements 
in Queen City, is that the city 
does not have a housing authority 
with powers of condemnation. 

Robert E. Smartschan 
requested air conditioning for 
-elementary schools. He said that 
schools need air conditioning 
now because of the way they are 
built. They are one-story 
buildings, with lower ceilings and 
a flat tar roof, no screens and no 
sha de trees. 



Stephen Kurtz, of tireat Neck, 
asked for air conditioning for all 
23 schools. 

The schools listed are the only 
schools remaining without air 
conditioning. Kurtz listed health 
problems arising from the heat, 
pointing out that temperatures in 
the classsrooms reached 100, 102 
and 104 degrees. 

Lou Pace, of Hunt Club 
Forest, questioned the expen- 
diture of $40,000 an acre for the 
Fanners' Market Junior High 
School site. 

He said he supported the 
recreation center in Great Neck 
but would like to see one in 
Bayside as well.

Sunny days delay winter beach preparation

For fans of the beach, the 
recent weeks of high tem- 
peratures and sunshine have 
meant a few extra days of sun- 
ning, surfing and swinmung.

"We are cleaning the 
beaches just about as 
freqt^ntly as we do in the 
summer because of the 
warm weather. "^Wayne 
Creef, supervisor, beach 
maintenance. 

For supervisor Wayne Creel 
and the Virginia Beach city beach 
maintenance crew, the warm 
weather means routine summer 
maintenance has overlapped with 
preparing the beach for winter. 

"We are cleaning beaches just 
about as fr«iuently as we do^in 
the sunmier because of the warm 
weather," he said. 

Creef said during the past 
month-and-a-half, the beach 
maintenance crew has had to 
^ean the boardwalk twice a day. 
The crew is also patrolling the 
beaches, cleaning off debris one 
day on the weekends and several 
times a week.

"We let the weather dictate 
what ^e do," he said. • 

After Labor Day, Creef said 
the crew normally will patrol one 
or two times a week. A winter- 
time crew of four to six em- 



ployees handles about 22 miles of 
beach from Sandbijdg e to Little 
Creek. 

The crew has also begun a sand 
dune stabilization process to 
prepare for winter. Sand fences 



are being put up along the north 
end of the beach, and Creef said 
the crew began planting a ship- 
ment of about 10,000 beach grass 
plants in places where dune 
erosion has been the most severe. 

He said student volunteers 
from.J3reen Ra|y||L^chool, 
Kempsville HflPH^l and 
Lynnhaven Jui^ High help 
plant the grasses^lFpr Green Run 
students, the planting is a 
recyiirement for one of their 
classes. 

Trash barrels along the board- 
walk and on the north end of the 
beach are also thinned out during 
the winter, starting in September. 

Creef said the northeast winds 
bring more debris in from the 
ocean, and the crew must clear it 
away throughout the winter. 

In February, the beach main- 
tenance crew prepares for the sum- 
mer season by cleaning the 1)each 
with a spcciaj machine that sifts 
the sand, he said. The beach 
cleaner is used through the sum- 
mer until about pieCemba-, ac- 
cording to Creef. 

Once thi summer season b^ins, 
the crew adds about six more em- 
ployees, he said, and the cycle 
begins all over again.

She said residents sometimes 
feel they are pas^ over by the 
city for programs.

Bayside on ballot 

Over $700 million for the Capital Improvement 
Program (CIP) was tentatively approved last week 
by the Virginia Beach City Council. 

In that package, a community center for Bayside 
was added, subject in 1988 to voter approval. 
- --^fflt of the reason the council seems to have added 
the center could be because of the feeling of 
Bayside residents that they were "cheated" out of a 
community center when the Great Neck center was 
put on November's referendum ballot. 

Acxording to city records, ti€«rter for Bayside 
was put on the 1974-79 CIP schedule. On the 1975- 
80 CIP, a tentative site in Bayville Park was 
chosen. 

The center was then moved to Great Neck Park, 
according to city records. City Councilwoman 

...Great Neck's fate is in the hands of the voters 
this November.

Nancy Parker said the change probably was made 
in 1977, when Cox High School was built and 
voters denied a request to build a community center 
along with the high school. 

More recently, the Great Neck community center 
was put on the city's 1986 bond referendum 
package, and Bayside residents, thinking they were 
next in line for a center, obj«:ted. 

Although city council members said they could 
not change the referendum, they said they sym- 
pathized with Bayside residents and have added the 
center on to the present CIP. Bayside residents will 
tentatively have their center, and city council may 
have avoided "no" votes on the Great Neck center 
from Bayside. 

Ultimately, however. Great Neck's fate is in the 
hands of the voters this November. It is hoped that 
voters will consider the referendum carefully, and 
vote according to what will benefit Virginia Beach 
in the long run.— S.M.B.

A rising market with miniscule 
volume is like a hot dog without 
mustard.

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Fire stations are opened; kids learn 
fire safety for Fire Prevention Week 



In Pembroke Mall, a black 
cardboard cloud with an angry 
face drawn on it brought curious 
children over to investigate. 

It was part of a display spon- 
•ored by the Virginia Beach Fire 
Department to teach children 
how to escape from a smoky 
room. Other displays demon- 
strated the "stop, drop and roll" 
technique, and let children try on 
firefighter's clothing. 

Fire "celebrities" like "Spotty 
the Fire Dog" and "Scotty the 
Fire Clown" also made ap- 
pearances. 

In addition to the display at the 



mall, fire stations throughout the 
city were open to visitors. At 
Green Run Co. 18, Master Fire 
Fighter Rich Murray gave a tour 
of the station. 

He said each firefighter works 
a 24-hour shift, then is off for 48 
hours. Every shift, the sUtion 
must hold a one-hour drill on fire 
fighting, rescue procedures or 
other matters. 

Murray said all firefighters are 
qualified emergency medical 
technicians, so if an ambulance 
can't make it to a call, fire- 
fighters are sent to the scene. 

A fire truck, like the ones at 
Green Run. holds about 500 



gallons of water, but can pump 
over 1,500 gallons a minute, he 
said. 

The truck also stores a wide 
variety of hose widths, from the 
three-inch hose used for most 
house fires, to a huge drafting 
hose, used to draw water out of 
ponds or pools when city water 
levels are low. 

The station itself has bunks, a 
modern kitchen and a day room 
with a television and a video tape 
recorder for the firefighters when 
they are not out on a call. Green 
Run is the newest station in the 
city, built in 1983.

During the debate, Canada, 
Pickett and independent can- 
didate Dr. Stephen Shao, a 
professor at Old Dominion 
University, tackled the new tax 
reform bill. 

Pickett said he would have 

voted against the tax reform 

because it would have a negative 

impact on military personnel and 

" retirees in the district. 



Canada said the bill had some 
problems, but it also had some 
good things. He said he would 
vote for the bill because it sim- 
plifies the rate structure and helps 
the poor by taking them off the 
tax rolls. 

Shao said he would also vote 
for tax reform because it shifts 
the burden of taxes from in- 
dividuals to businesses. He said 
he would want to make some im- 



provements on the bill if he was 
elected. 

Candidates were also asked for 
their views on the increasing costs 
of health care. 

Shao said he would like to see 
"effective management for 
medical costs." 

Pickett said the solution is not 
more government programs, but 
government regulations, tte said 
research on the federal level 



should be used to help increase 
medical efficiency. 

Canada said the problem also 
relates to liability insurance rates. 
He said the government has to 
look at bringing insurance rates 
down and look at legal practices 
in liability cases. 

The candidates also discussed 
the problem of the Congress 
failing to pass necessary spending 
bills until' 'the 11th hour." 



Canada said the problem is "a 
lack of self-dicipline" in the 
Congress. But he said there really 
wasn't a lot one person could do 
to change the problem . 

"A good plan can prevent the 
last hour," Shao said. What is 
needed, he said, is advance plan- 
ning. 

"If Congress would follow the 



laws that are on the books right 
now, we wouldn't have this 
problem," Pickett said. 

When the budget comes up for 
approval, Congressmen can't 
agree, and Pickett said he knows 
of no way to force agreement. 

If Congressmen followed the 
laws, they could pass a budget 
and not run on temporary funds, 
he said.

The air conditioning funds 
come from three sources- 

•The reversion of year-end 
unused school funds to the 
„sdteefe,-.i664,Q0Q. Over, thtlftst 
five years, assistant city manager, 
E.D. Block pointed out, unused 
funds from the schools operating 
budge;t has averaged $3.9 million. 

In the past, the funds have 
reverted to the general fund, ex- 
cept for speciflc requests. The 
money, under council's bond 
protection reserve policy is used 
first to fund the bond programs. 
The remainder will be returned to 
the schools for capital needs. 

With this source of income. 
Block said that air conditioning 
all the elementary schools should 
be addressed over a three-to-five- 
year period. The greater the 
savings realized by the schools, 
the greater the return to the 
capital projects, he said. 

•Allocation from the Bayside 
Community Center - $535,000. 
Of the $636,000 in the budget for 
the center, $100,000 will be left to 



develop basic plans and ren- 
derings. The financing of the cen- 
ter will be by referendum. 

•Reallocation of school bus 
maintenance facility funds - 
$301,000. The $54,600 left in the 
project will be used to fund a j(Mnt 
use study. City Manager ThomM 
H. Maehknbeck said the study 
will determine whether the city's 
and schools' maintenance func- 
tion should be combined, imda 
the city or under the schools or 
under contract. 

Councilman Harold 
Heischober, who made the 
motion to adopt the CIP and ap- 
propriate first year funds, poin- 
ted out that the city had not ad- 
dressed the juvenile courts 
building. He added to his motion 
the appointment of two council 
members by the mayor to work 
with the city staff to study the 
issue and to bring recommen- 
dations back to Council. The 
fommitteeis to report backin 90^ 
days. However, Muehlenbeck 
said staff also is including the 
juvenile courts in the city's 
legislative package. 

CQj}JLciLwQBia.n . BaxbiiJii 
Henley recalled that Coundhnan 
Robert Fentress had proposed 
asking the state for full-funding 
of the facility. 

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan said that she wanted to be 
sure that the schools don't have 
plans to use the unused operating 
funds elsewhere. 

Block said that air con- 
ditioning has become a top 
priority with the schools. 

"They've had top prioritites 
before," replied McClanan. 

Councilman John E. Moss said 
he wondered whether the city has 
projects that rate higher than air 
conditioning. 

Henley also expressed concern 
that the Keilam High School 
renovation was not scheduled un- 
til the budget period from 1992 to 
1996. 

She said that Kdlam was an old 



school which lacked basic 
facilities and is in a growth 
corridor. 

Muehlenbeck said that the city 
accepted the schools' priwiti^s. 

McClanan asked about fi the 
reasoning behind the priorities. 

"It would be helpful if we had 
their reasoning," said Henley. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
said she saw "a need for a 
workshop (with the School 
Board), not a nice little break- 
fast." 

Jones suggested a meeting on 
Nov. 7 between 3 and 5 p.m. 
following a meeting of Council 
with the Community Services 
Board. 

Henley said she thought it was 
a good idea to meet with all 
boards. 

McClanan said that as a 
teacher many y«irs ago, she 
remembered letting her classes 
out because of the heat. She said 
hereoR^nrwas not with t^ con- 
ditioning but with the process 
used. "This problem is no di^ 
ferent than other problems and, I 
resent the way it's been presoited 
tothe^Hlblic." 

The schods had publicized 
closing schools because of the 
heat. However, the school boards 
had not included air conditioning 
in their budget proposals to the 
council. ? 

Jones said that it was a matter 



of equity. He sud that new 
schools have air conditioning. 

"I would like nothing better 
than to see them air conditioned,' 
said McClanan, 

Lou Pace, of Hunt Club 
Forest, objected to the reasoning 
behind the need for the Wad- 
sworth Homes Elementary 
School. The CIP states that the 
$7.3 million school will house 900 
students from the Wadsworth 
H0mes Navy Housing project 
and students living in the ^rd- 
nedc Lakes development. 

The construction, the CIP 
says, will eliminate busing ap- 
proximately 800 students across 
General Booth Boulevard to Bird- 
neck Elementary School, and by 
allowing the Birdneck Elemen- 
tary School to house an ad- 
ditional 800 students, it can 
possibly delay construction of the 
Red Mill Farms Elementary 
School for one or two ;!^ears. 

^ace-fWaTfiatthe Red Mill 
Farms School was on the 
referendum and said if the city 
was concerned about the children 
crossing General Booth 
Boalevard, It astttt build an 
ovep-pass so they can walk to 
school. 

He said that the Red Mill 
School IS more important . 

Muehlenbeck agreed that the 
wording needs changing.

Ocean Park residents can ex- 
pect to see new sand on their 
beach sometime in December. 

City Engineer Donald 
Tmcblood said Monday after- 
noon that with the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers advertising 
for bids on Oct. 23, sand from 
the Lynnhaven Inlet dredging 
project should reach the Ocean 
Park Beach by December. 

"The city has done everything 
it can," said Mayor Robert G. 
Jones. "Now it's in the hands of 
the Army Corps." 

The city's share of the dredging 
project, $284,383, will be paid 
for with $106,000 already in the 
budget for this purpose and 
$178,383 the council transferred 
from the Lake Banbury outfall

be dredged. 112,300 cubic yards 
will go to the Ocean Park Beach 
nourishment. Another 85,400 
cubic yards will be placed at the 
Lesner Bridge spoil site for resort 
area beach restoration, and 9,200 
cubic yards will be placed at the 
Maple Street spoil site for use in 
the construction of Great Neck 
Road Phase II. 

The materials include an over- 
dredging of 43,700 cubic yards 
requested by the city. This will 
cost $136,563. Other costs in- 
clude $27,595 for site preparation 
at the Maple Street spoil site, 
about $90,000" lor" site 
preparation and other work con- 
nected wUh the Ocean Park 
beach nourishment, and $30,000 
for marsh mitigation.

TTie United States has the worst 
fire safety record of any in- 
dustrialized nation. Deaths in 
residential fires arc higher than 
any other home accident. 

Fire also injures over 90,000 
people every year, and causes 
billions of dollars in property 
damage. , 

What is a sprinkler system? A 
residential sprinkler syston is a 
series of water piping that is con- 
nected to the domestic water sup- 
ply on one end, and at the other, 
is connected to a small nozzle 
that is hidden in the ceiling 
throughout the entire house. 

When a fire starts and the heat 
melts out a fusible link in the 
nozzle, the nozzle head pops out 
of the ceiling and extinguishes the 
fire. 

What are the advantages of a 
sprinkler system? First, most 
people die from smoke inhalation 
before firefighters even receive 
the alarm. 

Secondly, smoke detectors 
only alert people of a fire; they 
don't contain it or put it out. 

Th^ activate in seconds, ex- 
tingunh the fire ami only use 10 
p&pmt of the water the fire- 



fighters will use. 

I misht add that the fire hoses 
flow an estimated 100 gallons of 
water per minute, and it is very 
difficult to judge if the fire is 
being extinguished in hot, 
smoky conditions. 

Generally, residential 
sprinklers cost anywhere from $1 
to $1.50 a square foot to install. 
In a new home, it would cost ap- 
proximately $2,000. 

There are tradeoffs in the code 
requirement if a system is in- 
stalled. Talk with the architects 
when designing a home. If the 
home is already built, one can 
still be installed. 

Refer to the Yellow Pagn un- 
der residential sprinkler systems. 

Do the insurance companies 
give a discount for installing the 
system? Yes. These big discounts 
are usually enough to offset the 
initial cost of the system in just a 
few years. 

Residential sprinkler systems 
will not replace the smoke detec- 
tor. A small fire will not activate 
the sprinkler head, but it will 
alert people of a fire, so install 
both and they can work together. 

Virginia &ach firefighto-s risk 
their livw every time they enter a 
burning builtUng, so install a 
residential sprinkler sptem and 
let the firefighters concentrate on 
fire prevention.

Overflow: Schools deal 
with bulging

Virginia Beach schools have 
seen an increase in enrollment of 
2,568 students over last year, 
with increased enrollments ex- 
pected to continue, according to 
Dorothy Barber of the school 
system's community relations 
department. 

She said there were also 5,884 
transfers from all over the coun- 
try and several foreign nations, 
an increase of 741 students over 
last year. 

In order to help ease some of 
the problems of overcrowding in 
classrooms caused by increased 
enrollment, Barber said the 
school system is using 190 port- 
able classrooms. 



In addition, five schools are 
«nder..coiistcucticui,,a& icbeduled 
to open within the next three 
years. She said two of the 
schools, Rosemont Forest 
Elementary School and Parkway 
Elementary School, are 
scheduled to open in 1987 and 
will have 900 students each. 

The four new schools and the 
purchase of two school sites 
proposed on the Nov. 4 bond 
referendum will also help deal 
with increase, she said. 

According to Joe Lowenthal of 
the community relations depart- 
ment, the school system makes 
sure there will be students for the 
schools before requesting money 
to build schools. 

"We could have egg all over our

Barber said the school syst^ 
looks at current enrollment and 
what kind of housing is beiag 
developed. Lowenthal said the 
administration watches the 
developments and waits unHl 
homes are actually being con- 
structed before going ahead. 

If the school bond referendum 
is not approved. Barber said the 
school board has several options. 
She said the board can put the 
projects in a future Capital Im- 
provement Program, can make a: 
special appropriation for new 
schools, or abandon the projects.

Virginia Beach will ask that ad- 
ditional revenues expected from 
new taxes be applied to the 14 
projects already in the Virginia 
Department of Highways and 
Transportation's (VDHT) six- 
year plan. 

However, city council wants to 
mtkt de« that the state is aware 
that these are not the only road 
projects nwded in the city. New 
requests will be deferred until 
more information on the state's 
anticipated revenues and the out- 
come of the city's $40 million 
road bond referendum are 
avaUable. 

Public Works Director Oral 
Lambert will take the request to 
the pre-allocation hearing of the 
VDHT on Oct. 27 in Suffolk. 

Lambert told the council Mon- 
day afternoon that the six-year 
program identiHes $136.8 million 
in Virginia Beach road projects, 
of which approximately S43.3 
million is unfunded . 

He said the city can expect a 
substantial increase in construc- 
tion funds and that there is a 
possibility that funding will be 
available beyond the amount 

.aeededJQ fuUy fund th e six-y ear 

improvement program. 

The revenues will come from 
new taxes approved by the special 
session of the General Assembly 
in September. More completed 
information on allocations will 
be available about Jan. 1, Lam- 
bert said.

Vision of angels changes drug dealer

A broken back and a vision of 
angels helped Ken Gerry turn 
from a life of drugs and worldly 
success to a life with God. 

Gerry, pastor at the Open 
Door Chapel at Ocean View in 
Norfolk, gave his testimony at a 
recent meeting of the Virginia 
Beach Chapter of the Full Gospel 
Businns Men's Fellowship Inter- 
national. 

At the time, Gerry said he was 
living in Vermont, in hopes of 
getting away from his lifestyle of 
sellii^ and using drugs. 

He said he was walking across 
a bridge when it gave way, and he 
fell on his back. He managed to 
walk home, get his parents' car 
and drive to the clinic. 

The doctors gave him pain 
medicine for his back, and he 
said he began injecting morphine 
into his bloodstream. One day, 
Gerry said he was trying to find a 
vein, when he saw what looked 
like an angel. He said the figure 
told him that if he continual to 
take drtigs, he would be dead by 
his 30th birthday. 



He decided to quit completely, 
and said he had no withdrawal 
symptoms. In fact, Gerry said his 
back began to improve, and pretty 
soon, he could walk normally. 

But one evening, he had a 
painful back spasm, so bad he 
said he couldn't move. Gerry said 
he just laid there for three hours, 
pleading with God to help him.

When he told God he would do 
anything to make the pain go 
away, Gerry said he saw a flash 
of light, and his back was heal^. 

"I knew something had hap- 
pened to me," he said. "I was 
bom again, I was deliver«l." 

He said he cried for w^ks after 



the incident. He began reading 
his Bible and speaking in 
tongues. 

"I thought I was nuts. 
Everybody was telling me I was 
nuts," Gerry said. "I was a 
reli^ous fanatic." 

After that, he decided to go 
on to computer school, but a 
scholarship he needed didn't 
come through. He said he felt 
God had been calling him to go

into the mimstry, but he didn't 
decide to go into it until after the 
scholarship failed to come 
through. 

Gerry said he had bwn raised 
by good parents, and grew up in 
the Lutheran church. In fact, he 
said he had many frioids in his 
ditirdi on Long Islmid, N.Y. 

When he was 17, he said the 
family moved to Maryland, and 
Gerry said he found his coimec- 
tion with the church was mostly 



through his friends, not through 
God. 

He went to college, and got in- 
volved in drugs through activities 
in a fraternity. He said experiment- 
ing with drugs "messed me up" 
and he decided to quit school. He 
went on to the University of 
Maryland and ended up flunking 
out because of his drug habit. 

Gerry said he began working 
for a caterer, then became a 
troubleshooter for a food 
business. By age 28, he had his 
own rock and roll club, a disco, a 
restaurant, a sub shop and a deli. 

He also had a side business, 
selling drugs to business acquain- 
tances. "I was a pusher," Gerry 
said. "There's no nice way to say 
that I was pushing drugs for 
profit." 

Gerry said he was also dating 
many different women, trying to 
surround himself with women to 
prove his manhood. 

The drugs and the women were 
just an escape, a way to fill a 
desire to be loved, according to 
Gerry.

Knowlegable voters needed 

An important election is coming up on Nov. 4 
for Virginia B^ch voters, with Congressional elec- 
tions, the city's bond referendum and changes in 
the state constitution on the ballot. 

One aspect of the election will be choosing a 
Congressman for the Second District to replace 
Congressman William Whitehurst, who is retiring 
from politics to reenter education. 

State Sen. A. Joseph Canada, Jr., the 
Republican candidate in the race, is supporting a 
strong national defense. He has also taken a stand 
for tightening the criminal codes to prevent early 
release of convicted criminals. He favors the 
Chesapeake Bay cleanup project and is against 
briflfing^^thceoalindustry into the area. 

Del. Owen Pickett, the DemcKcratic candidate in 
the race, is against the Navy's strategic home- 
porting plan. He said it would only weaken 
tmtioiMd -defense! -Pick^ also supports -a^^<^cit 
reducing balanced budget in Congress. And he 
wants to beef up government agencies fighting 
drugs. 

Dr. Stephen Shao, independent candidate and 
professor at Old Dominion University, also sup- 
ports reducing the deflcit and easing the country's 
economic problems. 

The race has also featured Pickett and Canada 
attacking each other's campaign tactics and 
business involvements. It is hoped that Second 
District voters will look at the issues when voting. 

aty Bonds 

Another aspect of the election involves the city's 
bond referendum, to help finance the backlog of 
work needed on roads and schools. 

Five Virginia Beach roads are to be expanded by 
two lanes, increasing traffic capacity to about 
25,000 vehicles for each road. 

The roads are: Lynnhaven Parkway from Prin- 
cess Anne Road to Salem Canal; General Booth 
Boulevard from Croatan Road to Farm Road;

Lynnhaven Parkway from Salem Road to Indian 
River Road; Ferrell Parkway from Indian River 
Road through the Indian Lakes subdivision; In- 
dependence Boulevard from Holland Road to 
Lynnhaven Parkway; and Northampton Boulevard 
from Diamond Springs Road to Pleasure House 
Road. 

In addition, a four-lane road is scheduled to be 
built from Indian River Road to Indian Lakes 
Boulevard. The total cost of the projects will be $40 
million. 

The bond referendum is ahs requesting funds to 
build four new schools and pay for two sites 
acquisitions. 

West Kempsville Elementary School, Ocean 
Lakes Elementary School, Red Mill Farm Elemen- 
tary School, and Glenwood Elementary School are 
"aDTcfiedifled^to^bmlrunder the referendumT "" 

Sites would also need to be acquired for London 
Bridge Elementary School and Farmers Market 
Junior High School. The total cost would be 
slightly over $32 million. 

At a cost of about $9 million, a community cen- 
ter also is on the referendum, set to be built in the 
Great Neck Park off Shorehaven Drive. 



The Constitution 

The state is also requesting voters to make some 
decisions regarding the Constitution of Virginia. 
Four amendments are being proposed. 

One amendment would reinstate voters who have 
not voted in four years. Another amendment would 
allow non-elected government employees to register 
voters. 

The third amendment would allow the state to 
appeal pre-trial court rulings before a trial about 
the legality of charges or evidence. The fourth 
amendment would allow Virginia courts to advise 
other states about Virginia laws in an out-of-state 
case. 

With important issues facing the city, the state, 
and the nation, Virginia Beach voters should be 
sure to get to the polls on Nov. 4. 

In the next two weeks before the elections, voters 
should also take some time to become informed 
about the issues. Citurais have already taken time to 
become familiar with bond referendum issues.

Illegal drugs smuggled across 
our borderS-are exacting, a great 
price in lives and human suf- 
fering.

"Mexico provides most of our 
heroimtntf marijuana .^These 
countries must stop assaulting us 
with drugs. 

After Americans were killed by 
terrorists, we bombed Libya. 
Peru, Bolivia, Colombia and 
^exico are doing a lot more 
damage to us than Libya. We 
don't ne^ to bomb them, but we 
should use our political, 
economic and diplomatic muscle 
to get them to stop this deadly 
business. 

It's not enough to focus ex- 



clusively on the problem of sup- 
ply. We must also shrink the 
demand by persuading drug users 
to turn off or never to turn on in 
the first place. 

The "Just Say No" crusade in 
our schools and pressing the en- 
tertainment industry to "de- 
glamorize" the treatment of 
drugs in films, TV and music are 
important initiatives. 

A change in public attitude is 
essential. Parents must be able to 
recognize drugs and drug symp- 
toms. Sdiools must admit they 
have problems. Successful school 
programs catch drug abuse at its 
earliest stages and get parents, 
JeacRers and the whole com- 
munltyTnvoIvwi. Qiiile simply, 
we must teach cfiildren to rejeci 
drugs. 

In America today, if you have 
a drug problem and want help, 
you probably can't get it unless 
you're rich or well insured. 

Public funding for 

rehabilitation has been shrinking 
at a time when more and more 
people are seeking care and coun- 
seling. 

The answer is more money for 
treatment and rehabilitation.

Fire 
Safety

Does anyone know of someone 
who has had a fire that was star- 
ted by an appliance that was left 
plugged in? Why is that possible? 
Allow me to explain. 

When the appliance is shut off 
there is still electricity in that 
cord, all the way up to the back 
of the off-on switch. So if there is 
a damaged cord or a switch that 
is worn out, there could be a 
short in the cord or switch and a 
fire could result. 

I make it a habit to unplug 
everything in my kitchen after it 
is used. The coffee maker, can 
opener, and toaster are all un- 



plugged after use. 

It takes me eight tenths of a 
second to plug each one in when 
it is needed, but I've seen many a 
fire started by bad switches. In 
1985 there were 102 incidents in 
Virginia Beach of faulty applian- 
ces. That cost a total of $105,620. 

In the bathroom is the blow 
dryer left plugged in? Read the 
label on the side. One-hundred- 
twenty-five volts and 1600 watts 
is a lot of juice just waiting to get 
out of that cord and through the 
switch. 

So why not unplug them and 
reduce the chances of an appUance 
fire. Smoke detectors in every 
room of the house play an impor- 
tant role in detecting a small ap- 
pUance on fire. 

!nstant-on televisions are 



questionable, too. Major ap- 
pliances more than likely kick the 
circuit breaker if they malfuc- 
tion, but is anyone willing to take 
that chance? 

Check lamp cords by un- 
plugging them and running the 
cord through fingers. 

Bend it and see if it cracks. Has 
the cord been smashed by a heavy 
piece of furniture? Is the cord 
pulled out of the plug itself? Even 
if the cord has slightly been 
pulled out of the plug, there 
could be a serious short and the 
plug will be difficult to get out of 
the socket. 

If there is not a short in the 
cord or the appliance, do not 
panic. 

First, unplug the appliance. If 
the plug cannot be reached or the 



plug is on fire, go to the main cir- 
cuit breaker and cut off the swit- 
ch for that particular room. 

It's good to^abel your main 
circuit panel noV^w in case a 
switch does need to be c13^©ff .in j^ 
an emergency, there may wj 
trouble identifying the ap- 
propriate one. 

If the appliance is still burning 
and the fire can be controlled with 
a small fire extinguisher, do so. If 
it is too large of a fire, call the 
fire department at 91 1, get out of 
the house, and stay out . 

Always call the fire department 
if there is even a small fire. We 
will come and make sure the fire 
is completely out and show you 
why there was a fire, so that it 
will not happen again.

For Virginia Beach senior 
citizens, being a victim of crime 
can be a devastating experience.

"The two main problems for 
seniors seem to be home improve- 
ment fraud and dishonest bank 
employees (scams)," Jackson 
said. 

She said she loiowsof instances 
in Virginia Beach where someone 
has agreed to work on a senior's 
home, but doesn't finish the 
work and the senior has a hard 
time getting the money back. 

Before hiring someone to work 
on a home, seniors should check 
with an agency like the Better 
Business Bureau to be sure the 
company actually exists and to 
check the company's reputation, 
according to Jackson. 

In the dishonest bank em- 
ployee scam, she said, a senior is 
asked to withdraw money out of 



savings or checking and give it to 
a "bank official." The senior is 
told that the bank is investigating 
an employee for embezzling 
money. But the senior never sees 
the money again. 

Jackson said banks would 
never ask customers to withdraw 
money to investigate an em- 
ployee. 

Seniors also need to be aware 
of ways to make their homes 
secure and keep themselves 
secure, she said. 

If anyone comes to the door 
claiming to be a repair person, 
Jackson said seniors should ask 
for identification. If there still is 
scHne doubt, the senior can call 
the repair company to be sure, 
she said. 

By the same token, anyone 
coming to the door asking for 
4ielp can have the senior call 
authorities for them, but the 
senior should not let them in the 
house, Jackson said. 

Keeping a light on outside can 
also help keep potential burglars 
away. "There are two things 
burglars don't like-they don't 
like noise and they don't like 
light," Jackson said. 

She suggests getting timers for 
lights in the house, the television 
and the radio, especially if a 
senior is living alone in a house. 
Timers can give the illusion that 
someone is in a different part of 



the house, according to Jackson. 

Having good locks on doors 
are also important. Information 
from the American Association 
of Retired Persons and the 
National Retired Teachers 
Association suggests using a dead 
boh lock, which requires a key to 
turn the bolt. 

Double-cylinder locks are also 
used, but Jackson said if a senior 
needs to get out of the" house 
quickly, a double-cylinder lock 
could keep the senior locked in 
the house.

A door from a garage to the 
house should also have a heavy- 
duty lock on them, according to 
Jackson. 

She also has several tips for 
preventing a personal attack. 
"Seniors are victimized, not 
because they are old, but because 
they are alone," she said. 

Jackson suggests going with 
someone when shopping or run- 
ning errands. She said in places 
like a shopping mall, seniors 



should always be aware of their 
surroundings. Then, if a purse or 
wallet is taken, the senior will 
know exactly where the incident 
happened and might be able to 
identify who did it. 

When grocery shopping or 
Christmas shopping, she said, if a 
senior is carrying a large amount , 
of money, he or she should put I 
some money in a purse or wallet, : 
and the rest in a pocket or sock, j 

Leaving a purse unattended is • 

aho not a good idea, Jackson ;

Although some seniors might j 

feel safer if they had a gun in the ; 

house, Jackson said there are< 

some considerations to keep inj 

mind before owning one. ■ 

She said some people may not 
be able ta ^aot another person, j 
and in that case, the gun could be 
used against them. She suggests 
that gun owners be familiar with . 
the operation and safe use of the i 
gun, and should never store it ; 
loaded. 

But using some caution may be 
the best protection. Jackson of- ; 
fers lectures for senior citizen 
groups on crime prevention 
diroi^h the "We Intend to be Safe 
Seniors" (WISE) program. 
Jackson said she hopes to put out ; 
a special book on crime preven- 
tion for area seniors in the future.

highest priority items that are not 
funded in some other way. The 
school board is saying.

six-year plan. He said several fac- 
tors will impact the amount the 
dty will receive and which {Mojects 
should be submitted.

•While the VDHT has 
prepared a preliminary analysis of 
the funding impact of the 
legislation, the final analysis will 
not be complete until December. 

•Because new legislation in- 
volves new sources of funding, 
no track record exists to deter- 
mine the accuracy of the revenue 
projects. 

•As VDHT revises its 
prograin, some changes may oc- 
cur in the project estimates, 
which will impact the amoimt of 
additional funds available. 

•The city will be voting on a 
bond referendum on Nov. 4, the 
outcome of which will have a 
dramatic impact on the city's 
highway construction program 
and the project list that may be 
submitted to VDHT.

Brigadoon Civic League

This Is the dxth in a series of 
articles aboat the Conncil of 
Civic Organizations and nmnbcr 
civic leaguM. 

A clean, safe neighborhood 
with adequate schools are the 
primary concerns of the Briga- 
doon Civic League. 

"Our concerns are just to sup- 
port the community," said 
Robert Fisher, president of the 
league. 

The neighborhood is located 
off Kempsville Road near Lake 
Christopher. Fisher said there are 
about 1,100 families in the neigh- 
borhood. 

One thing the league does to 
keep up the neighborhood is to 
mow the grass and plant trees on 
the medians dividing some of the 
streets, he said. 

Fisher said the league is also 
battling a problem with graffiti, 
espKially near Kempsville Road. 
League members try to clean it up 
wherever they see it. 



In addition, Brigadoon is 
trying to organize a neigh- 
bnfaood watdi pn^ram, aoocvd- 
ing to Fisher. And a group is 
looking into having a public 
swimming pool, although the 
league would not be running it. 

One of the biggest concerns of 
the neighborhood is that there 
isn't a school that serves the 
neighborhood exclusively. Fisher 
said presently, elementary school 
children go to Indian Lakes and 
Centervillc Elementary schools, 
then go on to Brandon Junior 
High and Green Run High 
School. Students have to change 
schools several different times, he 
said. 

In the past, the league also suc- 
cessfully fought against a zoning 
change that would have brought 
more businwses into the ar«i. 
The iHtjposKl change would have 
extoided an area zoned busings 
into an area zoned midential 
along Indian River Roirf, Kccml- 
ing to Fisher. 



After a public hearing where 
the league nuule its opposition 
known to the city Planning 
Commission, the commission 
voted to opp<»e the changes, he 
said. 

Fisher said the league also 
hdps support the community by 
sponsoring a neighborhood Boy 
Scout troop and the Stumpy Lake 
Baseball Association.

Jtft ftiose very same things can sometimes be 
dangerous, but not if Virginia Beach residents 
follow a few tips offered by the National Safety 
Council and the Virginia Department of Motor 
Vehicles. 

One of the most important things is to be a safe 
driver. It is recommended that drivers slow down in 
residential neighborhoods and obey all signs. 

Because of vandalism, some signs could be 
missing, so drivers should be prepared for un- 
expected stops. 

Children often are walking on the roadways or 
fliediansv w-may dart out from between parked., 
cars. If they are wearing dark clothes, children may 
be hard to spot, so it is suggested that drivers turn 
on lights as soon as natural light fades. 

Ttereare also things costume-wearers can dp to 
make themselves more visible. One way is to wear 
briglidy colored clothing and carry a flashlight. 

With all these precautions, Virginia 
Beach residents can have a safe and trouble- 
free Halloween. 

Or, "trick-or-treaters" may want to try putting 
reflective tape on their costumes or candy bags. 
White face makeup is another good bet— it enhan- 
ces visibility and does not obstruct vision like a 
mask would.

Tax increase reason to vote "no" on referendum 



Editor: 

A review of the proposed Vir- 
ginia Beach bond referendum in- 
dicates an increase of 12.5 per- 
cent in the real estate tax rate. 

In addition, we can expect the 
usual assessment increase of ap- 
proximately 10 percent, which 
means that the average real estate 
tax bill will increase 22 and one- 
half percent next July 1, if the 
bond referendum is passed. 

The Virginia General Assembly 
has just awarded Virginia Beach 
$12 million for roads, and last 
year, they voted an additional $8 
million increase in our charter 
bond limit for roads. 

With an additional S20 million 
for 1987, why do we need roads 



on this referendum? 

By changing the philosophy of 
Capital Improvements Program 
(C.I.P.) spending, the council is 
putting neighbor against neigh- 
bor and borough against borough 
by putting recreation centers on 
referendum bonds. 

Kempsville, the most populous 
borough, has a recreation center; 
why should they vote to increase 
their real estate taxes for a 
recreation center elsewhere? 
What interest would Pungo have 
in a recreation center in Great 
Neck? 

The third phase of the referen- 
dum bond is for schools. There is 
no question our city needs 
schools. The only question is, 
why the increase in our real Estate 



tax rate? 

Last year, the city of Virginia 
Beach had a bond referendum for 
$123 million with no increase in 
our tax rate. The total bond 
referendum this year is $81 
million. 

In the last year, the city has 
paid cash to build two schools 
from a siuplus account.

If Virginia Beach is to become 
a great city, we must be a city 
with a conscience. Economic 
prosperity is certainly a charac- 
teristic of a successful society, 
and we have reached that plateau 
of success. 

Successful societies are judged 
in terms of how they treat the 
young, the disabled, and the 
elderly. Certainly the recreational 
facility at Great Neck will im- 
prove the quality of life for all 
three groups. A backlog of 
recreation projects is regrettable, 
and a vote "yes' will be a step in 
the right direction. 

Every driver in Virginia Beach 
knows the result of a backlog of 
road building projects. Countless 
hours are wasted waiting in traf- 
fic.

Cold weather means 
mice in homes 



For many Virginia Beach 
homeowners and apartment 
dwellers, cooler weather might 
mean invasions by house mice 
and Norway rats. 

Such rodents seek shelter from 
the cold and find plenty of food 
in houses, apartments, super- 
markets and even restaurants. 

While urban rodents are 
generally not life-threatening to 
the occupants of the dwellings 
'" they invade, house mice and rats 
nonetheless are difficult to drive 
away. And, accordinfto experts, 
professional pest control services 
are needed. 

"House mice and Norway rats 
adapt well to indoor environ- 
ments and can reproduce 
quickly," said William A. Kolbe, 
training and technical services 
manager for one pest control 
firm. "Random placement of 
small mouse traps by the oc- 
cupant may not solve the 
problem. A professional should 
be called to investigate how the 
rodents entered the house, where 
they are within it and what can be 
done to keep them out for good. 

"The key point for the 
homeowner to remember is that 
mice and rat infestations should 
not be taken lightly," Kolbe ad- 
ded. "Simply placing store- 
bought traps in random locations 
will not get rid of the rodents. 
But one visit by a professional 
pest control operator can solve 
the problem and is well worth the 
modest expense." 

The house mouse has a small, 
slender body about three inches 
in length. Norway rats, the 
species of rats most likely to be 
found in a residential dwelling, 
have fuller, larger bodi« seven to 
10 inches long. House mice arc 
more commonly sighted in 
houses than Norway rats and the 
rodents generally do not 
cohabitate, Kolbe said. 

Both house mice and Norway 
rats are nocturnal, though house 
mice occasionally are sighted 
during daylight. Both species of 
rodents will eat a wide variety of 
foods, though mice seem to 



prefer cereals. 

Movement differs between the 
rodents, with house mice staying 
close to their sources of food and 
shelter and Norway rats tending 
to travel widely. 

While house mice and rats can 
find their way into the cleanest 
of residences, Kolbe said, it is 
advisable for house and apart- 
ment occupants to be especially 
alert to untidy garbage and 
storage areas. 



Has anyone ever considered 
what to do in case they woke up 
one night and smelled smoke? 
What would be the first thing to 
do? What would be the second 
thing? Smoke detectors will give 
an edge, so check it today. 

Let's say it's three in the mor- 
ning. There was a party at a 
house, and someone dropped a 
cigarette ash down inside the sofa 
cushions. The host was very tired 
and so instead of running his 
hand between the cushions to 
check for hot spots, he went 
directly up to bed. He quickly 
falls off to sleep, and the next 
thing he hears is the smoke dec- 
tector beeping loudly in the hall. 

The first thing he should do is 
roll out of bed. Do not sit up. 
Smoke settles from the ceiling 
down, so by rolling out of bed 
and onto the n,oor, hot, smokey 
gases are not breathed in. 

Feel the bedroom door with 
the back of a hand to see if it is 
warm. The back of the hand is 
more sensitive, and he does not 



want to burn the working part of 
his hand, the palm. 

If the door is hot do not open 
it. Stuff sheets or towels under- 
neath it and crawl to the window 
and open it. 

If the ground can be reached 
by hanging, then dropping, do 
so. A window rescue ladder can 
be used also. Otherside, hang a 
sheet out to signal the firefighters 
when they arrive. 

If the door is not warm, open it 
slowly and see if the hallway is 
passable. Continue crawling and 
quickly get outside. 

Report to a predetermined spot 
and stay there until all family 
members are accounted for. A 
good location for a meeting spot 
is the mailbox. 

It is very important to pick a 
meeting spot and have fire drills 
on a routine basis. 

In an emergency, people react 
differently, so practice often. 
Test your smoke detector and 
think fire safety - lives may 
depend on it.

Trees are an excellent and 
renewable source of fuel. Many 
people now use firewood for a 
portion of their home heating 
needs. 

Unfortunately, there exists a ' 
good deal of confusion on how to 
purchase fvf wpp^. Many pfQ0|% 
pay far too much for this energy 
source because they do not un- 
derstand the units in which it is 
sold or do not know what species 
of trees should be in a load. The 
confusion is often the greatest for 
the first-time firewood pur- 
chaser. 

Anyone wishing to buy fire- 
wood should at least know what 
is meant by the term "cord," A 
cord IS a volume measurement. 
The proper definition of a cord is 
a stack of wood measuring eight 
feet long by four feet high by 
four feet wide. The stack will 
contain 128 cubic feet. 



Many people assume a pickup 
truck load equals a cord, but this 
usually is not so. Compounding 
the problem is the fact that a 
stack measuring one cord can 
vary considerably in actual wood 
content. 

Buying a load of wood with a 

mixture of large and small 
diameter pieces will result in 
paying for a lot of air space. The 
more uniform in size the pieces, 
the more wood and less air space 
there is for the money. 

Also, loads consisting of 
larger-diamete^ pieces will result 
in less aifi^Boecand mot^vwOMl 
in the stack. 

Frequently, wood is sold on a 
per ton basis. A ton of air-dry, 
dense hardwoods such as oak, 
hickory, and maple will equal 
approximately one-half a cord. 

However, a ton of green wood 
from these species will yield con- 
siderably less firewood. When 
buying wood by weight instead of 
volume, look for the driest wood. 
Don't pay for extra water. When 
buying green wood, negotiate for 
a lower price and be sure to 
season it before you burn it. 

Buying pre-split wood will save 



some time and effort. When pur- 
chasing green wood measuring 
more than four inches in 
diameter, it should be split. This 
will allow it to dry more quickly. 
For maximum heating efficiency, 
wood should be dried for at least 
su months. 

Burning green, wet, or highly 
resinous woods results in more 
smoke, less heating efficiency, 
and tars which coat chimney flues 
that may eventually result in a 
chimney fire. 

When buying wood, request a 
iriixture of species.'Ught'spe^^ 
such- as poplar and piftf^i^rte 
easily, but are quickly consum«i. -■ 
Oak and hickory, on the other 
hand, ignite slowly, but burn 
longer and give off more heat . ■ 

Be careful not to get stuck with 
a load consisting of only poplar 
and gum. 

Learn to identify oaks, 
hickory, beech, and maple by 
their bark and make sure their 
species are well represented in the 
load. 

Finally, to avoid having to do 
extra work, purchase lengths and 
diameters that will fit the wood 
stove or fireplace.

He added that there was not a 
serious alcohol abuse problem 
that he knew of at TCC. 

According to Ted Redlaczyk, 
director of Residence Life at 
Virginia Wesleyan College, the 
college put up posters, held 
special videos and had speakers 
on "Adult Oiildren of /^coholic 
Parents" for Ateohol Awareness 
Week. 



He said students also took 
pledges not to drink for one day, 
and the college held a non- 
alcoholic party. In the future, he 
said, there wUl be programs on 
crack, a form of cocaine, and 
there will be a drinking and 
driving demonstration with golf 
carts. 

Redlaczyk said the campus 
does not have an abnormal 
drinking problem. "I would ven- 
ture to say that we have less of a 
problem then at some other in- 



stitutions," he said. 

Allen said such programs can 
get students to think about their 
behavior. 

"If it makes somebody stop 
and think about how they drink 
and how much they drink, it can 
make a difference." she said. 

Help and information is also 
available through the substance 
if abuse program^ Allen said. They 
"don't turn anyone away," ac- 
cording to Allen.

In between those two groups, 
Jones said other teachers say they 



join because the association is 
working for the teachers and to 
improve the schools. 

He said that he feels the VBEA 
has a good relationship with 
school administration and the 
Virginia Beach School Board. He 
said in the past few years, pro- 
blems between the groups have 
been worked out in a professional 
way. 

In the future, Jones said the 
VBEA hopes to continue to in- 
crease membership. 

"I think we're off to a very 
good start this year, and I beleive 
success breeds success, ' ' he said.
